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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -27, drawn to methods for creating one or more channels and 
deployment instructions, maintaining the channels and the deployment 
instructions, and performing the tasks assigned to the targets, classified in 
class 717, subclass 172. 

II. Claims 28-46, drawn to methods for receiving a request, determining the 
association between targets and groups, adding the target to groups, 
classified in class 717, subclass 177. 

III. Claims 47-60, drawn to methods for installing the installation files, 
classified in class 717, subclass 177. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, and III are related as combination and subcombination. 

Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because creating the 
channels and performing the tasks of Group I do not discuss the determination by the
